IN SOME INSTANCES OBSTACLES QUITE SEVERE, AS IN CASE CUBA 
"AND PERHAPS VIETNAM," BUT THINKS THIS IS WHAT USG OUGHT 
DO. 

SUN'S ISAACS (HK) REPORTS LEADING VIET SCIENTIST. NGUYEN
